The Senate then heard a request 
from Elena Caro, director of 
Educational Opportunity Program 
(ECP) for an additional $10,000. 
The original ASI budget allocation 
of $28,356 for EOP assumed an ad- 
ditional $14,286 coming from the 
state in IRA grants 

So far, the IRA allocation was 
$4,215.34 approximately $10,000 
short, according to Caro. She said 
that there are 26 additional EOP 
students who plan to register next 
semester and the extra money is 
needed for them

“Chicano culture is so different 
from Anglo culture. It 1s based on

Board gears for review

An independent investigating 
committee will be looking into 
illegal campus food service losses 
in the near future. according to 
Economics Prof. John Henry. a 
member on the Hornet Foun- 
dation Board of Directors 

The investigative committee 
will be composed of members on 
the board of directors 

CSUS' tood service operation, 
part of a private auxiliary 
organization on campus which also 
runs the bookstore, has been losing 
money at an increasingly alarming 
rate this year, according to the 
Chancellor's staff 

What prompted the board of 
directors recent action, according 
to Henry, was a decision closing 
one quarter of the food service 
operation (the south cafeteria) and 
converting it into a vending center. 

That controversial decision was 
made by foundation managers and 
the university administration 
without any consultation with the 
board of directors, according to 
Henry 

“This will probably be the year 
of review for the Hornet Foun- 
dation,” Henry said inan interview 
with the Hornet Tuesday 

Henry said the committee 
would also be studying foundation 
worker-management relations, 
policy development, the decision- 
making process, and the board's 
rights and responsibilities 

“It seems like the normal 
situation is to wait till a crisis 
develops” Henry said. “But now's 
the time to discover exactly what 
the board of directors is supposed 
to be doing.” 


Another problem area the com- 
mittee willexamine involves CSUS 
President James Bond's authority 


to dismiss members from the 
board 
“Once they (members) have 


been appointed he (Bond) has 
the ‘ight to shut down the board 
entirely.” Henry stated, 

He said the question over board 
control is part of a much larger 
problem the entire university faces 
“Auxillary organizations = are 
treated lke any normal ad- 
ministration function on campus,” 
Henry emphasized 

According to several ad- 
ministration sources, there may be 
some personnel shakeups in the 
foundation management ranks 
before the year is out. But, no one is 
quite sure who would be res- 
ponsible for firing foundation per- 
sonnel 

Henry said the board of direc- 
tors would be responsible for any 
personnel actions involving foun- 
dation management. “However, 
that’s only my impression,” he 
added 

He said board's 
management personnel 
evaluations this year would be 
“considerably more severe” than 
last year's 

Henry said he believes that one 
individual from the foundation's 
management ranks will be made 
the “scapegoat” and blamed as the 
“sole reason for the deficit 

“I don’t think that’s the nature 
of the problem (cause of losses),” 
Henry said. “We're (the board) not 
going to pick out one individual 
and say you are responsible and 
you will be canned.”

Besides having a wide selection 
of lenses, about 200 styles of 
frames, hard and soft contact 
lenses, the BAUPC fills for its 
members prescriptions from other 
doctors and repairs glasses 

Examinations by the BAU PC's 
licensed optometrists include a 
medical case history, checks for 
internal and externa) eye ab- 
normalities, glaucoma tests for 
patients age 40 or older, and pres- 
criptuions for proper corrective 
lenses 

in addition to indicating defec- 
tive vision, eye examinations may 
detect cataracts, glaucoma, 
diabetes. arteriosclerosis, brain 
tumors, and eye lid diseases 

Patients pay a $1 registration- 
records fee for each yearly eye ex- 
amination 

BAU PC's licensed opticians as- 
sist patients with cosmetic selection 
of frames. verify prescriptions 
prior to delivery to patients, adjust 
glasses, and instruct patients in the 
daily use of their corrective lenses.

Heintz traveled to Sweden a few 
years ago to study science. Leaving 
in June, he began his studies in a 
six-week intensive language 
course. He had only one semester 
of language training before he left 
and said it was a continuous 
process throughout the year to 
learn the language, the customs, 
and the people. 

Staying in a special school for 
foreign students, Heintz entered 
the school year in September and 
studied until December. During 
Christmas vacation he was able to 
travel extensively throughout 
Europe, and then returned to 
Sweden for a second semester. He 
said a big part of his trip was ex- 
periencing the modern- and 
ecologically-minded peopie. the 
rugged countryside, and the 
modern cities with the most 
modern mass transit system in the 
world. 

Gawlas went to Italy through 
the International Program to 
study art history. She left in August 
and also had an intensive language 
course. Studying in Florence, she 
had access to the greatest art works 
of all time.

For decades, women’s athletic 
programs got the short end of the 
stick in the academic community. 

Men's sports activities were 
booked in prime time and wrapped 
in fanfare, ceremony and public 
adulation. Women’s teams 
when they existed at all — sweated 
it out with make-shift uniforms in 
empty gymnasiums 

Star male athletes were courted 
with scholarships and bribed with 
favors. Women athletes never had 
the chance even to find out if they 
were stars 

When the men wanted a new 
stadium they asked the school, the 
alumni. or the taxpayers. When the 
women needed something they 
held a bake-sale 

This, of course, was part of a 
larger picture which 
placed a premium on trailtv and 
helplessness in women, and which 
benched them tor life as the wor- 
shippers of male prowess. Female 


cultural 


athletes were seen as unladviike at 
best. and at worst, threatening to 
men 

In 1971. a New Jersey Supreme 
Court justice ruled that a high 
school could legally bar a female 
student from the boy's tennis team, 
even though no such athletic op- 
portunities were provided for girls 
And in so ruling, the court said 
“Mixed doubles in tennis can do 
less damage to a voung girl’s body 
than to an adolescent boy's ego...a 
high school boy. beaten at the 
game of tennis by a girl his own 
age. would feel castrated.” Female 
egos, it seemed, were nota factor to 
be considered 

Things have changed. Society 
now realizes that frailty and 
helplessness are of doubtful utility 
for women who. statistics show, 
are quite likely to wind up being 
responsible for the full or partial 
support of themselves and their 
tamilies for part or all of their adult 
lives. Women themselves are in- 
creasingly restless with the 
sidelines. They want to develop 
and use their native abilities

Director Linda Kay Hughes and 
her staff are now examining the 
women’s sports program to decide

At present, the men’s athletic 
budget 
trom gate receipts and concessions 
is between $75.900 and $100,000 a 
year. Ot this, $51,661 is coming out 
of student body tunds for the 1975- 
76 academic vear 

The women’s program, in con- 
trast. is receiving 29.104 from 
student body tunds and gets next to 
nothing in gate receipts 

One reason for the lack of gate 
receipts is the traditional apathy 
accorded women’s sporting events 
by the media and the public. But 
another reason is that the CSUS 
women’s gym cannot ac- 
commodate paying spectators 
since it has no bleachers. Although 
women’s events are occasionally 
scheduled for the men’s gym where 
admission can be charged, that 
facility is usually booked for men’s 
activities. 

Hughes wants bleachers in the

Society has hurt us alot, not accep- 
tung women in sports. But now 
we're on the threshold of self- 
indentity and as being recognized 
as athletes. We're starting where 
the men did 75-100 years ago.” 

She encourages interested 
women to get involved in the sports 
program and emphasizes that one 
need not be a P.E. major to go out 
for the teams.

Sunday at 7:30 p.m. in the 
CSUS Men's Gym, a_ benefit 
concert for the Aquarian Effort 
will feature the light country-rock 
sound of the Ozark Mountain 
Daredevils 

Supporting the headliners are 
Brewer & Shipley and local at- 
traction, Woodwork. Tickets are

After three diverse albums and 
a few anonymous tours, the Ozark 
Mountain Daredevils. a favortul 
band born in the Missouri 
backwoods can no longer be mis- 
taken as a neo-hillbilly band 

The Ozarks are riding nicely on 
the success of two hit singles, “If 
You Want To Get To Heaven,” 
and the chart-topping “Jackie 
Blue.” The fully developed sexiet 
boast a hoard of young songwriters 
and vocalists, still they remain a 
unifed band despite the diversified 
collection of styles 

They first got together when 
guitarist Randle Chowning quit his 
band and tound John Dhllon, 
guitar and vicals, Steve Cash, harp 
and vocals; Larry Lee, percussion, 





piano guitar, and vocals; Michae! 
“Supe” Granda, bass and vocals: 
and Buddy Brayfield, ptano. Rusty 
Chowning, Randle’s brother came 
in to handle the business. Their 
first gig was at the psychiatric ward 
of St. John’s Hospital in 
Springfield, Missouri and they 
called themselves the Emergency 
Band 

Afterward, the band hung out 
and played whenever they could, 
holding down odd jobs on the side 
They were vanously known as 
Family Tree, Rhythm of Joy, Buf- 
falo Chips and Burlap Socks 
before settling with the Cosmic 
Corncob and His Amazing Ozark 
Mountain Daredevils, which they 
soon shortened 

Their first LP, Ozark Mountain 
Daredevils, is loaded with success 
Chowning’s “Country Girl” and 
“Road To Glory” bring back 
favorable memories of the Byrds 
and Poco when they were taking 
their first fling at country rock 
Cash and Dillon's inftuences are 
exhibited best on “If You Want To 
Get To Heaven,” “Chicken Train” 
and “Standing On The Rock,” 
Larry Lee's contributions are 
limited here, but his composition, 


“Spaceship Orion” holds fast 

On It'll Shine When it Shines 
Lee is the one who tells us about “- 
Jackie Blue” from behind his 
drums, also penning the popular 
“Kansas You Fooler,” Chowning’s 
“Look Away” steps up the volume 
and tempo to that of Uriah Heep 
metal chords and hard rock guitar, 
yet all with a Western feel found in 
a majority of the Ozarks’ music 

The title cut, “It'll Shine When 
It Shines,” fuses all the voices 
present and the various musical in- 
fluences found within the band into 
one nice folksy piece of music 

Most Ozark fans agreed the 
band couldn't get much better than 
this one, but when A&M beckoned 
in 1975, the Ozarks responded 
The Car Over The Lake Album 
proves to be their best and ts 
packed with Ozark trademarks. In 
addition to the usual country rock 
songs. “Gypsy Forest,” “Out On 
The Sea,” and the smoothest soun- 
ding one. “Leatherwood.” the 
group offers some ballad-like 
material with “Mr. Powell.” “From 
Time To Time.” and perhaps their 
most meaningful work — yet, 
“Whipperwill.”

Trophy to Ohio State’s Archie Griffin. Griffin, who becomes the first 
plaver in NCAA history to win the award twice, 1s thereby acclaimed 
the best college player in the country 
Griffin is not in the top five nationally in either average yards per 


Julius Bolds. At the forwards will 
be Flovd Roberts and Chuck Gulo 
while De King mans the pivot 

Although the Hornets will be 
facing strictly scholarship schools 
(which will be the case in most of 
the non-conterence games). Heron 
expects to see a little more offen- 
sive Movement

USC's Ricky Beil is the nation’s leading rusher. He fell only seven 
yards short of breaking Ed Marinaro’s single season rushing record in 
1975. Even though Bell is a jumior and not a proven receiver. he 
deserves at least as much consideration as Griffin 

Another man who deserves consideration for the Heisman ts 
A quarterback Swick has set a new NCAA 
rd. In doing this, he surpassed the old record of 
Jim Plunkett. Plunkett, incidentally, won the Heisman Trophy for his 
efforts. Swick was probably passed over because he plays for a small 
school. not a football factory like Ohio State 
like many other awards, 1s too often a 
popularity contest limited to big-name players from big-name schools 
The result is to cheapen the award, to lessen the honor. Archie Griffin 
may have the Heisman, but he ts not the best college player

There is always the cleanup as Joe Garza 


old Cher Yaithiak, tananoes: Photography by Roger Lewis 








irst impressions may last

Every student at one time or 
another must have a job interview 
in order to gain employment. 
However. many students fail to get 
the jobs they want or are qualified 
tor because they lack the skills and 
knowledge of how to conduct 
themselves in an_ interview 
Because of this lack of asserting 
oneself in an interview, several 
suggestions are offered by various 
groups in handling an interview 

The first major impression an 
interviewer gets from an applicant 
is physical appearance. Jane Anton 
and Michael Russell, as reported 
by Parade magazine, are two Stan- 
ford University graduates who 
have made an in-depth study for 
1ob-seeking college graduates. In 
their study they reveal 

It is best for a job applicant to 
dress neatly. to act friendly when 
he or she reports for an interview 

There is little or no job dis- 
crimination according to sex 

While a voung man creates a 
mildiy positive impression if he 
wears 4 sport coat, shirt, tie, and 
slacks, he makes a stronger im- 
pression if he wears a suit 

The wearing of jeans, shorts. 
sandals, or not wearing bras in the 
case of women applicants, creates 
an impression from ‘mildly’ to 
‘strongly’ negative 

The same goes for failure to 
maintain eye contact with the rec- 
ruiter. fiddling with objects on the 
desk, dirty fingernails, or speech 
larded with jargon. 

Besides physical appearance, 
other areas that recruiters look at 
in selecting job candidates as 
revealed by the study include: 

Major field of study, 
academic performance, work ex- 
perience, and the results of either 
on-campus or in-plant interviews. 

Extracurricular _—_ activities, 
recommendations of former em- 
ployers, academic activities, an- 
d or awards 

Type of coilege or university 
attended, and recommendations 
from either faculty or school of- 
ficials, 

Standard or in-house test 
scores, military rank, or draft 
status

Once applicants have made it 
into the interviews, the manner in 
which they conduct themselves and 
the way they answer the inter- 
viewer's questions can determine 
whether they get the job. Three 
CSUS groups the Counseling 
Center, the Psychotheatrics Pro- 
ject and the Career Developmen 
and Placement Center seine 
together in conducting a workshop 


entitled “Band-Aids and Laughing 
Gas.” using systematic assertive 
therapy techniques from the book 
When I say no, I feel guilty by 
Manuel J. Smith 

The basis for the therapy in 
When I say no, I feel guilty is that 
“you are your own ultimate judge.” 
with a Human Bill of Assertive 
Rights. Certain assertive skills are 
available to guarantee this Bill of 
Rights for yourself, while at the 
same time not losing your temper 
or self-respect 

The assertive skills. while effec: 
tive in the commercial world and in 
dealing with close relationships of 
equality, are especially effective in 
authority relationships such as 
dealing with a boss or an interview 
The techniques must be practiced, 
but when learned are indispensible 
in Maintaining control in an inter- 
view and getting what you want 

Assertive skills 

Broken record: “A skill that by 
calm repetition — saying what you 
want over and again 
teaches persistence without your 
having to rehearse arguments or 
angry feelings beforehand, in order 
to be ‘up’ for dealing with others.” 

Fogging: “A skill that teaches 
acceptance ol manipulattive 
criticism by caimly acknowledging 
to your critic the probability that 
there may be some truth in what he 
says, yet allows you to remain your 
own judge of what you do.” 

Free information: “A skill that 
teaches the recognition of simple 
cues given by a social partner in 
everyday conversation to indicate 
what ts interesting or important to 
that person.”

Negative assertion: “A skill that 
teaches acceptance of your errors 
and faults (without having to 
apologve) by strongly and 
sympathetically agreeing with hos- 
tile or constructive criticism of 
your negative qualities.” 

Negative inquiry: “A skill that 
teaches the active prompting of 
criticism in order to use the in- 
formation (if helpful) or exhaust it 
(if manipulative) while prompting 
your critic to be more assertive, less 
dependent on manipulative ploys. 

Self-disclosure: “A skill that 
teaches the acceptance and 
initiation of discussion of both the 
positive and negative aspects of 
your personality, behavior, lites- 
tvle and inteiligence, to enhance 
social communication and reduce 
manipulation.” 

Workable compromise: “In us- 
ing your verbal assertive skills, it is 
practical, whenever you feel that 
your self-respect ts not in question, 
to offer a workable compromise to 
the other person.” 

Further explanation of these 
skills can be found in the book or 
by visiting the Counseling Center 

Another workshop relating to 
interviews — “Job Interviewing is 
an Art” — will be held Nov. 28 and 
29 with instruction by Professor Ir- 
ving Herman from Business Ad- 
ministration.
